surance associations would discover that their
investments in Government secnrities wore
suddenly stripped of more than half their
worth, and the laborers atd mechanies who
Liave their savings in these companies wouold
be proportionately impoverished. But this
would not be the greatest disaster to the poor,
from the payment of the bonds in paper.
The present reduced value of the dollar tells
more severely on the lnborers and consnmers
than it does on the dealers aud the comfort-
able classes, Commissioner Wells has proved,
from carefulstatistics, that the family expenses
of laborers, mechanics and all people of small
wmeans, have risen in the lust few years 87)
per cent. Wages and salories have not in-
creased at all equally in proportion. The ex-
planation is simple: where the standard of
value is uncertain, or, in other words, where
gold has ceased to be the basis of the cur-
rency, every. petty dealer, shopkeeper, mer-
chant, and imporfer must charge to his cns-
tomers a double or treble profit to compen-
sate him for his extra risks. After each
dealer in any commodity purchases his article,
the currency may change its valae, and he
mway lose all his usnal profit. To meet the
chanee of this, he must add somewhat Lo the
price in dealing with the one next to him in
the line of sale. When the article finally
reaches the mechanic or the laborer, it is
charged with all these extra prices.

The uncertainty, too, of d'o curreney gives
the dealer a pretext which he is only too
ready to avail himself of to overcharge, If
the value of our dollar is steadily falling, as
wonld inevitably be the case under an ex-
pected payment of the bonds in paper, this
uncertainty would be immediately increased,
and the laboring-class suffer proportionably,
Moreover, the wages of a working class never
can rise a8 fast as prices rise. There istoo
close competition between labovers for that,
In the first *‘vise of gold" during the war, it
will be remembered, it was a long time
before wages rose any way proportionsbly
with the incrense of prices, and salaries never
reached a fair equality. Capital, too, nuder a
grand effort at national repudiation, would
become exceedingly timid, and wonld not
cwploy labor to the sawe extent, so that from
every source vast disasters wounld come npon
the luboring classes, as the ourrency increased
and gold rose, with the payment of the honds
in paper. Prices would be at stavvation
point, wages still low, capital sluggish and
employment dull. The savings on which the
laborers had expected to live would possess
but a frastion of their value. Panic wonld
increase and gold rise, nntil the paper dollar
had hecome like the Confederato, und a crash
ensue which would overwhelm laborer and
employer together, but wheve “‘the weakost
would go to the wall."”

These are the probable and reasonable re.
sults of the great Democratio progvawime —the
payment of the nationnl notes
**prowises to pay.’

The truth is that there is now nothing in
the condition or affairs of onr people requlr-
ing such a vecognition or declavation.  What
public or private concern of any citizen needs
1t?  What material interest under charge of
the Government is iniflnencod or inconve-
nienced by the insurgents in the woods aud
mouniaing of Eastern Unbn?

It would be no more absurd for France to
deliberate whother she would accord a bel-
ligerent status to our warring Indian tribes
in the West, They have as wany and more
men under arms than has Cespedes, fight
guite as well, and much in the same style of
assaniting an army post or a village and then
flecing to the mountaing. The whole power
of this Government cannot catch, conquer,
or destroy these insurgent Iudians, any more
than General De Rodas can altogether subdue
the creoles, negroes, and Chinamen uuder
Uespedes.

It is appavent now to all impartial persons

that the main strength of the Cnban insne-
rection is in this couniry. Ieve is its naval,
militury, and political base. As Mr. Caleb
Cushing truly says, even the political consti-
tution of the pretended republic of Cuba
was made here and imported hence into the
country over which it was desigued to be a
fundsmental law.
